for spinning woo! It was woven into 
cloth for table covers, toweling, sheet- 
ing and shirting. The *‘tow,”’ which 
was the coarse portion combed out on 
the ** hetchel ."’ was spun into a coarse 
varn., on which a cloth was made for 
summer suits for men and boys The tow 
shirt, so commonly worn, was when 
new, un instrument of torture to the 
wearer, as it was full of prickling spines 
left from the woody part of the stalk.

With these exceptions, we can say 
that Quincy has not ministered to de-

The young especially have been bene- 
ifitted by the law. Those hordes of 
young men, and even boys, who, when 
the saloons were closed at midnight, 
were turned loose in the streets to riot 
homeward, belching foul words. as they 
staggered along, from their horrid 
throats, have almost disappeared. Only 
aremnant of them,a mere rag from the 
unsavory whole, is now ejected from 
the last train from Boston. 

This was a result hoped for. Fathers, 
who themselves drank, voted against 
granting license for the sake of their 
sons. And thus the threatened crowth 
of aset of dissolute young vagabonds, 
ina fair way to become thieves and 
house-breakers, and what of worse 
night tempt them, was arrested. In 
addition to this, weak but well-meaning 
men, fathers of families, have been 
restrained from indulgence, and have 
maintained wife and children in com- 
parative comfort.

and the repeal of the law wiving adj 
ing owners the right to object to the 
granting of liquor liceuses 

Andrew Hanson, of Boston, favored 
the repeal of all the above laws, except 


the local option law. He claimed that 


it was not right tuo hamper the general 
law, after a town or city has voted for 
it, by these other restrictions. HH: 
thought temperance had not been ad- 
vanced by the screen law, and that the 

schoolhouse law often worked unjustly,

New Town Hatt, 

Mansfield, Mass., is soon to dedicate 
a new town house, which has recently 
been completed. The designs of the 
building were original with the archi- 
tect, John L. Faxon, of Quincy, while 
the style is Colonial. The building is 
of wood, with a brick underpining al! 
around, about three feet in height 
above the stone work. The bricks are 
laid in black mortar and a heavy granite 
base gives a substantial finish to the 
whole 

The building is in the form of a cross, 
this form admitting of a more pleasing 
architectural appearance than would 
have been the case with a plain, recl- 
angular edifice, and the transept af- 
fording needed room to the apartments 
in the lower story. The depth of the 
building from front to rear is 97 feet; 
the width of the main building is 50 
feet, and the extreme width of the 
transept is GU feet, whic hl leaves a pro 
jecuion ou either side of 5 feet. The 
hall has a seating capacity of 750. Its 
height is 21 feet, 6 inches; depth 63 
feet and 4 inches; width 50 feet, while 
at the transept itis 60 feet. The gallery 
$21 by 5 feet, and the stage is 18 by 
24 feet. On either side of the stage is a 
dressing-room, each of which opens on- 
to the stage, into the hall and into the 
rear entry, from which descends a 
flight of stairs to the lower rear entry. 
The contract for building was awarded 
to Messrs. S. M. & H. A. ( hesley of 
Boston for about $13,000, including ev- 
erything above the granite wall; no al- 
lowance, however, being made for gas 
fixtures, frescoing or clock. Mr. Geo. 
W. Keith of Mansfield, who was as- 
sisted by Mr. John Harkins of Quincy, 
did the brick work. The painting was 
awarded to Mr. M. H. Robinson, of 
Quincy, and under the superintendence 
of the foreman, Mr. Charles Traverse 
it has been most tastefully executed. 
The outside colors are four; the ground 
work or body, is Venetian red; the 
main trimmings are a bronze green; 
the panels on the freize and upper part 
of the building, together with the con- 
crete work are in old gold, and the roof 
is painted a burnt sienna color, with 
bronze green trimmings. In addition 
to these colors the rosettes, wreaths, 
letters, figures, and other ornaments 
are gilded. Mr. W. O. Grover of Bos- 
ton, a former resident gave £5000 to- 
wards the building
